Sabino Cuts Hair, Council 
To Update Sierra Madre 
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Victor Sabino and Client 
by Donne Davis 

Victor Sabino thrives on change. Nine years 
ago he bought an old condemned house in Arcadia 
and completely rebuilt it himself. 

Five years later he bought a doctor’s office on 
north Baldwin in Sierra Madre and with the help 
of a decorator transformed the two-story building 
into a chic Beverly Hills-style hair salon which 
he describes as “art-deco with a touch of 
Casablanca.” 

With the recent completion of the downstairs 
salon, he is closing his Arcadia shop, which he 
owns with his wife, Barbara, and moving everything 
to Sierra Madre. 

“For once in my life I’ll be settled in one 
place,” says the trim 37-year-old entrepreneur who 
started in the hair business nine years ago with his 
wife’s encouragement. 

Settled? Yes. Ready to sit back and relax? No. 

“I’m constantly evolving,” explains Sabino 
who spends 12 hours a day at his salon and then 
goes home to “relax” by thinking up new projects 
to work on. 

He’s in the midst of writing a script for a 
feature-length film, working on a patent for an 
in-salon invention and developing a concept for an 
environmental recycling project. He also gives free 
lectures to schools and businesses on grooming, 
make-up and hair care. 

“I encourage my clients to change, too,” he 
says, settling into one of the large wicker fan chairs 
in his reception area. “A lot of customers come in 
and tell me to do the style that’s ‘best’ for them. I 


tell them there’s no such thing as one best look. I can 
give them at least four different styles that would 
comliment them and I encourage them to try them 
all by changing styles every three cuts. Hair is 
like clothes; we don’t wear the same clothes everyday 
so why should we wear our hair the same all 
the time.” 

He also has definite opinions about the 
“assembly line looks” that so many salons give. 
“They rush their customers in and out. I like to 
spend time with my clients and try to find a look 
that’s compatible with their lifestyle. Some of my 
customers jog up here and don’t want to fuss with 
their hair yet still want to look good. I try to use 
my imagination to create styles that will look good 
without a lot of effort. hen I’m finished, I like 
to think that each customer is walking out with an 
original painting.” 

Change may be a way of life for Sabino but 
he finds getting others to change is “like pulling 
teeth.” And it’s not just his customers. 

“It’s the attitude of this whole town. Sierra 
Madre has the potential for growth and 
sophistication but the city council holds up its 
hands to progress. I’d like to see some quality 
businesses up here — shops that would draw people 
to our town — but the city isn’t doing anything to 
encourage growth. In fact they seem to be afraid 
of it.” 

But Sabino is not discouraged and says he’s 
more determined than ever to prove that a 
sophisticated business can succeed here. “Maybe if 
I set an example, others will follow.” 

Judging by Sabino’s determination, it should 
be interesting to watch what develops.

Frank Von Dongen must 
be about the most patriotic 
man inSierra Madre. 

At least he wants to be 
since he’s been on the other 
side of the political fence 
and appreciates what a demo¬ 
cracy such as the U.S. really 
means.
